men. 
A t 8 o’clock about? a dozen cars were 
started under the p rotection of the p olice. 
In east New York one of the ears was at­ 
tacked by five strikers and tho ¡» olico 
p romp tly arrested them and thus p rev ented 
further trouble. 
It was ev ident a t about noon that thero 
was likely to be serious trouble on the lines 
of the Brookly n City railroad, and the p olice 
were called ujx ni to p rotect a car which the 
comp any desire I to start out from the dep ot 
at Greenwood, and Ca.p t. Boo a n i sev eral of­ 
ficers went to the scene, and, m ounting the 
p latform , the car was started, 
it got only a 
block on its journey when a mob took the 
horses oir the car and ran the car brick into 
the dep ot. 
The p olice were unable to resist 
the men. 
A car at Horsey street and Tomp ­ 
kins av enue was ov erturned and the driv er 
and conductor assaulted by tho mob. 
The 
jx >lice attem p ted to interfere but were ov er­ 
p owered, and reserv es wero called up » n to 
aid them. 
A car was hoisted from the track 
a t Fulton and New York av enues and tho p o 
lioo were called up on here also. The driv er and 
conductor, w ho were “scabs,” were assaulted. 
Obstructions wero p laced up on tho trucks, 
and it looked as though there would bo 
ev en more serious trouble if tho comp any 
p ersisted in try ing to run their ears. 
Sev eral citizens w’ent to tho oflice of tin 
Emp ire Protectiv e association an in 
loug the strike would lust. 
Tho gentlemen 
were told tho association did not know. 
President Lewis of the city lines was also 
v isited. He said th at ha was not going to 
giv e in and could not tell how long it would 
last. 
The citizens then returned to the oflice 
of the association and said they would hire 
fifty -three stages to run from the bridge and 
the ferry and to their p laces of business.
